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Scarlet  Fever.  The  Scarlet  Fever  cases  were  of  the  usual 
mild  type  prevailing  nowadays  ,  many  having  very  slight 
symptoms.  Some  of  the  measles  cases  are  undoubtedly  more 
severe . 

Pneumonia.  I  think  the  number  of  pneumonia  notifications 
is  rather  high,  and  this  is  probably  due  to  continued  lowered 
resistance  resulting  from  deficiencies  in  diet. 

Typhoid  Fever.  During  March  the  first  three  cases  occurred 
in  a  family  who  conducted  a  Fish  and  Chip  business.  fhen 
the  diagnosis  was  confirmed  it  was  obvious  that  we  were 
faced  with  a  very  serious  position  which  could  quite  easily 
have  given  riso  to  a  large  epidemic.  The  first  case  was 
an  elderly  lady  who  had  not  enjoyed  good  health  for  some 
time  and  was  admitted  to  Leicester  Infirmary.  A  short  time 
after  her  removal  her  daughter  and  son-in-law  became  ill, 
and  it  was  soon  found  that  they  were  suffering  from  typhoid 
fever.  When  the  diagnosis  of  these  cases  was  confirmed 
further  investigation  was  made  into  the  first  case,  and  it 
was  found  that  she  was  undoubtedly  suffering  from  the  same 
disease.  Instructions  were  immediately  given  to  close  the 
premises.  Specimens  of  blood,  faeces  and  urine  were  taken 
from  all  the  contacts  on  several  occasions  until  we  were 
absolutely  satisfied  that  they  were  quite  free  from  infection. 

Samples  of  water  and  milk  were  also  examined  in 
order  to  exclude  the  possibility  of  infection  from  these 
sources.  Reviewing  these  cases  it  appears  almost  certain 
that  the  original  source  of  infection  was  the  first  case 
which  had  remained  tin-diagnosed  for  some  time  and  had  been  a 
carrier.  All  the  cases  made  a  good  recovery  and  fortunately 
there  were  no  secondary  cases  from  this  source  although 
several  suspects  were  admitted  to  hospital  where  they  were 
kept  for  short  periods  until  their  freedom  from  infection  was 
established.  Considering  that  the  focus  of  infection  was 
in  a  shop  where  fish,  chips,  ice  cream,  fruit  and  vegetables 
were  sold  to  the  general  public  I  think  we  escaped  very 
lightly. 

In  July  two  cases  occurred  at  the  Polish  Camp  -  a  young 
man  aged  22  and  his  sister  aged  19.  Many  specimens  of 
blood,  faeces  and  tirine  were  taken  from  contacts.  The  water 
and  milk  supply  was  also  examined.  In  view  of  the  possibility 
of  further  cases  occurring  at  this  Camp  I  advised  the  Medical 
Officer  that  in  my  opinion  all  persons  in  the  Camp  should 
have  preventive  inoculation.  I  was  subsequently  informed 
that  about  600  persons  had  received  this  inoculation,  and 
every  endeavour  was  being  made  to  persuade  and  encourage 
all  inmates  of  the  Camp  to  have  this  treatment. 

I  would  like  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  once 
again  diphtheria  does  not  figure  in  the  list  of  infectious 
diseases.  Formerly  this  disease  was  dreaded  by  parents; 
its  absence  now  is  practical  testimony  to  the  value  of  the 
Diphtheria  Immunisation  Scheme,  which  has  had  the  whole¬ 
hearted  support  of  the  Council,

2  samples  of  water  for  bacteriological  examination 
and  2  samples  for  chemical  analysis  from  the  piped  supply 
were  all  satisfactory. 
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The  reports  obtained  show  that  the  water  supply  was 
satisfactory  as  regards  quality,  but  supplies  had  to  be 
restricted  throughout  the  year.  Efforts  are  still  being  made 
to  augment  the  supply,  and  negotiations  proceeding  for  an 
additional  supply  from  Leicester  City  Corporation. 

Practically  all  houses  are  supplied  with  water  from 
the  works  directly  to  the  houses. 

The  3  samples  of  water  from  well  supplies  proved,  on 
bacteriological  examination,  to  bo  unsatisfactory,  and  a 
piped  water  supply  from  the  mains  was  substituted  in  each  case. 

In  previous  Annual  Reports,  comments  have  been  made  with 
reference  to  the  serious  sanitary  conditions  in  the  town 
resulting  from  the  shortage  of  water.  Unfortunately  these 
conditions  still  persist  and  the  insufficient  water  supply  is 
still  a  major  problem.  It  is  hoped  that  the  good  efforts  of  the 
Council  to  obtain  an  additional  supply  of  water  from  the 
proposed  Leicester  City  Corporation  scheme  will  be  successful 
and  that  early  agreement  will  be  reached  by  all  Authorities 
concerned  in  order  that  this  urgent  scheme  may  be  started  at 
the  earliest  possible  moment.
